WILL IT PAY ? 



In the House last aosaion, -whon th« 
GoTernment conus of S2000 for a woolen 
mill was passing through, Mr. Beaycn, 
member for the city, made tlie unhappy 
and malapropos xematli "that there was 
not a person in Yiotoria but knows a 
■woollen mill would not p&y in this Pro- 
vioce." The remark, while it may have 
fallen like u wet blanket on the project for 
a time, had the effect of satisfying the 
pnblio that there is at least on« person in 
Victoria who believes that a woolen mill 
in the Province loill pay. "D. L.," a val- 
ued oorrespondent of The Colonist — a 
competent, intelligent and practical mem- 
ber of the community — one who in his 
time has had pass through his bands 
more wool than the DeCosmos-Walkom 
Ministry ever pulled over the people's 
eyes— took up bis pen in support of the 
project aiid in denunciation of Mr. Bea- 
ven's attempt to cry down the resources 
of the country. The basis on which Mr. 
B. founded his assertion was that wool 
grown hero was " too lino and too good " 
to bo manufacturod in the Province, be- 
cause Indian blankets are made from a 
ooarserkind of wool. "D. L." ahowod 
that if it really were a fact that the Pro- 
vincial wool was too good for the coarso 
blankets worn by Indians, a finer grade 
might bo manufuctiired; and not alono 
blaukots, but fiuo grades of woolen fa- 
brics now imported from abroad. It is 
said, and we believe the statement is buu- 
'oeplible of prouf, that wheat grown in 
British Columbia east of the Cascades 
will not produoe a low grade of flour. 
Would it not be a foolish remark for any- 
one to make that the wheat of British Co- 
lumbia is " too fiuo or too good" to bo 
manafactnred into flour, and that, conso- 
quentiy, a flour-mill would not pay V If 
.ooarse blankets were the only woolen fu' 
briijs re^iuiriid here, then would Mr. Bea 
ven's remark hold good; but "D L." 
showed tliut woolen t'ubriL-s (not includ- 
ing readymade clothing) to the value of 
^5208, 695, passed tbrough the Victoria 
Custom'. ouse during the year ondiug 30th 
June, 1876. On this amount there was 
collected a duty of 17}^ per oent., amount- 
ing to Sf^6,521, and to this amount must 
be added nt least 17J^ per cent, more to 
cover freight, commissions and other 
charges Adding, tlierefore, 35 per cent, 
(or S73,(M2) to the capital sum of 8208,- 
695," a total is obtained of §281,737, 
spent for woolen goods imported in 
the form of blankets and in piece 
during 1876. Now, with no local demand 
to stimulate production, and with no 
Proviauial mill to absorb the wool, 
the wool product of 1876 on Island and 
Mainland exceeded 130,000 pounds, every 
pound of which was sent out of the Prov- 
ince to bo worked up and returned to us 
in a manufactured state loaded with the 
duties, charges, etc., already remunerat- 
ed. What figure the wool product of 1878 
will reach we have no means of ascertain- 
ing, but from the increased nnmber of 
agrionltaralists who are turning their at 
tention to raising sheep, we think it safe 
to venture a guess that the product will be 
about 300,000 pounds, which at 13 cents 
per pound (the ruling price now) will be 
worth $39,000. This amount of wool 
manufactured into blankets, cloths, flan- 
nels, etc., ought to return the mannfac- 
toier $100,000, and after dedaoting the 
coBt of manufacture and other charges a 
handsome profit should be left. In sup- 
port of this we quote the following ex- 
amples prepared by "D.L.," of the lead- 
ing articles of woolon fabrics that are im- 
ported largely into the Provincs: 

Blankets— Oiegon blankets of 8 pounds 
weight, and which sell at $12 per pair, ro- 
quire for the mannfaotnre of iaoh pair, 
say 1-1 pounds of tho raw wool, which, at 
12>^ cents per pound (a high average) 
gfivos SI .75 as the coat of tho raw material 
for each pair, leaving a balance of ?510.25 
to oocver the cost of manufaoture, io. 

Flannel— li has been ascertained that 
to produce four yards of flanqel' about 2 
pounds of tho raw material or wool in the 
raw state is required, say at 15 cents per 
pound, or 30 cents for tho 2 iiounds re- 
quired for every 4 yards of flannel. Flan- 
nel sells at, on tho average, 60 cents per 
yard, or S2 for every 4 yards, which leaves 
a balance of SI. 70 to cover cost of the 
manufacture of i.vory 2 pounds of wool. 

Woolen Yarns — Thi.s is an article of 
growing couaumpti m in this Proviuco, 
the ijresent consumiDtion being about 
8,000 pounds annually. To produce 8,000 
pounds of yaru about 1G,000 poands uf 
the raw wool is required, which, at 
cents per pound, would cost §2,000. 
Woolen yarns soil at (as a low average) 
S1.50 per pound, or for 8,000 lbs. §12,000. 
After deducting $2,000 as cost of tho raw 
material there remains §10,000 to cover 
tho cost of manufaoture, «Sio., and profit 
on every 16,000 poands of manufactured 
wool. 

Tho timo will never como whon nil tlio 
woolen gnod.s worn in tho Province will 
bo made from Provincial grown wool; but 
a very large leak might bo stopped by the 
manufacture of many woolen articles that 
can be produced here as well as anywhere 
at a good profit. Not very long ago we 
heard the nroakors of tho country declare 
that the Province would never be able to 
BUjjply itself with beof anil mutton, hi 
the busy times, from 1862 to 1804, as high 
as 8300,000 used to go out each year to 
pay for American raised cattle and sheep. 
Just think of tliat ! Tho annual gold 
product was .'52,000,000, luid 15 per cent, 
of thut largo sum wan rccpiired to pay for 
beof raiaoil abroad, while freight and 
other charges probably swallowed up 10 
per cent, more of tho gold before the 
cattle reaobed the consumer's mootb. Is 
it any wonder that tho moment "hard 
times" came a blight settled down on the 
Province and that every interest bocamo 
as a shriveled leaf blown to-und fro by 
tho breones of autumn ? It was tho ab- 
Hcnoo of all tho economic productive 
forces— the inability of tho people to feed, 
let alone clothe themselveB, that intensifi- 
ed the panic of 1865 and 1866, and drove 
fifiy per cent, of tho busiiioss mon into 
the bankruptcy court and almOst depopu- 
lated the Province. Tho country had boon 
BO drained of its only resource— gold— to 
purchase the commonest necessaries that 
when the pressure oame, to use a homely 
phrase in voguo at the time, " tho bottom 
seemed to drop right out of tho country!" 
It is to prevent a rocurrenco of so groat a 
calamity and to assiHt in placing tho coun- 
try in the position that Nature intended it 
Khonld oqoupy tb»t w« art striving to th« 



best of our poor ability to point out to 
British Columbians that around and about 
them on every side there lie resources that 
require but the application of the quick- 
ening hands of industry and capital to 
start into life and help swell tho vol- 
umo of wealth that baa already begun to 
flow in this " glorious Province." Mem- 
bers of tho House may know so little of 
what this country is capable of doing for 
man as to attempt to discourage enterprise 
and frighten capital by declaring that a 
"woolen mill will not pay;" and tho Lead- 
er of the Croakers may travel from Dan to 
Beershoba crying aloud that "tho child 
yet unborn will not live to seo tlio first 
rail of tho overland railway laid in Brit- 
ish Columbia." But wo shall as stoutly 
contend that a woolon mill will pay, and 
that a transaontinental railway will be 
built— aye, and built before many of tho 
oldest men now here shall baye 

"Srtwn the drapery of the eouoli slwut them, 
And laid down to pleasant dreame." 

The duty of public men and of tho 
Press is to encourage and lift up the Peo- 
ple; not to diacourago and cast them 
down !

his speeob delivered at New West 
minster on Monday Mr. Walkem tried to 
make it appear that Messrs. Brown and 
Dickinson were eleotad to support his po- 
licy, and that when returned they assisted 
in his byerthrow. We turn to the pub- 
lished address of Mr. Brown, senior mem- 
ber for the district, nud ilnd tho paragraph 
given bolow distinctly sot forth therein. 
It plainly shows that Mr, Brown enter- 
ed the Houso untram moled by pledges of 
any kind. It is true that Messrs. JIcGil- 
livrny and Kogers were tho Opposition 
candidates; but Mr. Brown had not then 
fathomed the depth of iniquity of which 
tho DeCosmos- Walkem Government were 
capable, aud in the following words con- 
sented to give their measnres a fair trial:

thoy had pawned debentures hearing in 
teroat at an illegal rate for S73/i cents on 
the dollar; that they had impe-iled tho 
railway by pledging the revenres to Can- 
ada for a money advance; that they had 
squandered several thousand dollars in 
travelling expenses; that they hod spent 
3190,000 on account of the dry dock be- 
fore they had negotiated for the purchase 
of the site; that they hud exceeded tho 
estimates voted by tho previous House by 
8210,000; that they were owing contrac- 
tors and others' §243,228.30 (See Mr. 
Humphreys' financial statement, Februa- 
ry 5th, 1876) ; that tbo Bank had refused 
to honor their drafts; and that tho coun- 
try was hopelessly bankru])t. Uudorthis 
alarming state of aO'uirs Messre. Brown 
and Dickinson, being thoroughly inde- 
pendent men, whose future depends ou 
the prosperity of the country, had no al- 
ternative offered but to vote apainst the 
corrupt ring who had blundorcd and 
plundered until thoy had reduced tho Pro- 
vince to a state of impecuniosity that ren- 
dered her an easy prey for Canada, Tho 
votes of the New Westminster members 
show the desirability of always having i^ 
the House a few independent men— men 
who have the intelligenco to seo and think 
for themselves, and who will not yield a 
blind support to a Government which, 
like the Siamese twins, had proved them- 
aelvus to bo (as Mr. Humphreys aptly ox- 

Eressed it) not only hopcleaaly ignorant 
nt wholly corrupt.

SlU WiLFKID LA^YSON ON THE OB- 
STRUCTIVES. — - Sir "Wilfred Lawson, 
speaking at a banquet given by the 
Mayor of Carlysle to the Corporation 
of that city on Thursday niyht, said : 
— The past Session was more onoroua 
and more wearisome than any Sessiou 
I ever remember. It has now become 
a question ot phy.sical endurance. I 
suppose that in future, when wo come 
before our constituents lor re-eloctiou, 
we shall not say we are sound politi- 
cians, but we shall declare that we are 
sound ic wind and limb. The public 
will not canvass our merits and saya, 
"How docs ho talk?" but "How docs 
ho walk?" Wo shall not pulT ourselves 
lieforo tho public as sound Constitutiou- 
alist-s, but as meu who have sound consti- 
tutions, able to ait up for twenty-six 
hours at a stretch. You laugh, but I am 
suro that, joking and laughing apart, no 
one in this room does not regret the 
performance of last session. It is our 
privilege, when we choose to do bo, to 
laugh ak tho faults, tho fellies, and the 
foibles of the Hons*) of Commons. No 
doubt it has many failings, like any other 
human institution, but after all it has a 
glorious history. I believe that it ia en- 
deared to tho hearts of Englishmen, and 
I boliovo, also, that it h:is a noblo future; 
and I don't believe there is an Englishman 
who will not deprecate to the utmost any 
attempts to dim tho prestige or deterior- 
ate tho character of that Assembly. I 
believe, moroovei', that thoso attempts 
will fail, for Lo must bavo read history 
to very littlo iinrpose who can bring 
himself for one moment to believe that 
the British House of Commons will ever 
allow itself to be 1)ullied into doing that 
which it believes to be wrong, or into not 
doing that Avhich it believes to ho right. 
iJeijend on it, all such attempts as thoso 
I have described will fail. There have 
been exci^jitional circumstnucos in which 
oxccptionid proceedings have resulted iu 
producing tho desired oflfoot. You re- 
member Mr. Flimsoll's performance, how 
ho came down to the House of Commons, 
and danced a war dance in front of tho 
Speaker's chair, ealletl a mimbor of liia 
follow membora murderous rufliaus and 
ahook hia fist in the face of tho Prime 
Minister. Ho attained bis object, hut 
there was something exciting, dramatic, 
and ulariniug about that jierfei'iuance, 
wboreim m tbo performances of tho li ish- 
niou, there is really nothing more 
stnpid than listening for l!6 hours to all 
their twaddle, aud nothing less likely to 
produce tbe desired aSeet, it any effect 
be desired.

London, Oct. 18. — A Vienna corro,s- 
poudout states that Grecco demands 
that tho Greciuu Hug ahall bo formally 
saluted on tbe citadel at Larisdaaza 
as amends for the attack on tho Greek 
consulato. The Porte objects to this 
because of the excitomout which such 
a salute would occusion among Turk- 
ish population. In spito of this no 
apprehousion is entertained of au im- 
mediato collision which, as in Sorvia's 
case, depends upon events of the war. 

London — Thursday — Iromvorkors in 
the Clydo ship-buikling yards have 
demanded an increase of wages. The 
masters have rcHolved on tho lock-out 
which will involve 20,000 men. 

ViKNNA, Oct. 18.— Aksboil', Chief of 
Mosson Panslavibt Society, had been 
arrested for strong lauguago against 
tho Government and Dynasty. 

Advices from Warsaw states that an 
insurrectioimr}' movemout is apjjio- 
heuded iu Kussian Poland since the 
withdrawal of troops. An Imperial 
proclamatioa has already been sent to 
tho local authorities for publication 
on tho lirst emergency calling on the 
peaceably incliuod to assist the Rus- 
sian Goverumout against the nobility 
aud towns peoplo. 

London — Thursday — A correspon- 
dent who has just inspected the Bus- 
sian route of communication from 
Eguriova to Simnilza telegraphs from 
Simuitza tbufc the road for the whole 
distance is tilmost impassable. The 
mud varies from two to four feet iu 
depth and wagons of arms, ammuni- 
tion and provisions are hopelessly 
stuck. 

London, Oct. 18. — Tho steamer Olga 
has arrived at Falmouth and reports 
that she was compelled to abandon 
tho Cleopatra obelisk oil' Capo Finis- 
terre Sunday night during a tremen- 
dous gale. The crew on tho raft vrbich 
contained the obelisk wero transferred 
to the Olga, but not until the Olga 
had lost her second mato and five 
hands in her endeavour to rescue 
them. 

Pauis, Oct. 18. — A correspondent 
telegraphs as follows: The left- have 
proclaimed that thoy will annul the 
elections obtained by permitting can- 
didates to post on the walls addresses 
printed on white paper which, accord- 
ing to law, should bo only used for 
placards emanating directly from tho 
Govorumeut. All tbo Government 
candidtites used white paper for their 
placards. Tho left hereby intend to 
lay down the principle binding on 
themselves as woU as on their oppo- 
nents and to iullict solemn condemna- 
tion on ollicial candidacy packed by 
unblushing coorciou. Thoy also an- 
nounce that tho Cabinet is not formed 
from the majority. They will pass at 
the very first sitting a vote of want of 
coufideiiP.o and aftcv insuring pny- 
ment of iuterost on iiatiouiil debt and 
supplies for army, public works aud 
purely admiuistrativo pmpuses, they 
will refuse till vc^tes iiecussnry for tho 
working of the Cabinet, luich as secret 
Barvice money and salaries of fuuctiou- 
aries, do everything, in short, which can 
oblige a cabinet acting within tbe law to 
abandon the struggle. Tho condi- 
tions on which tho members of 
tbe loft who luiglit ho summoned 
would agree to form a cabinet are already 
spoken of; but it is too soon for nobody 
is at pie.^out iu a position to foriuuhite 
them authoritatively. The great question 
is, what will the present Ministry and, 
above all, iSlarphal Macmahon do? Tho 
rumors relative to their intentions viiry 
continually. Too late.sl are to the ell'ect 
that tho ministers are inclined to resign, 
but that tbe Marshal's private advisors 
hold that tho Marshal can't yield to the 
dictate's of the doniocr.icy without break- 
his repeated ph-ilges, but lliat lie will 
acc(!pt tho li-ft centre if it severs itself 
from tho rest ol' the left; that bo can't ad- 
vance towards tho left centre while it re- 
tains its present alliance as such a step 
would lead bim finally to accept a radical 
Ministry. It is not surpriBing that con- 
sidering tho dangerous eouusols olTorod 
to tho ^liu'sbal that v;igno rumors of a 
coii;> (I'cliil have eircnlaled for two day.s.
